New York, Apr. 25. 


Mr Adlai Stevenson charged tonight that Pre- 
sident Eisenhower had failed to meet his sworn 
responsibility by refusing to give the US “moral 
leadership” in racial desegregation. 

The Democratic presidential aspirant also 
scored the Republican administration for what he 
called its failure to see that the constitutional 


guarantee of the right 
throughout the country. 


Mr Stevenson suld that dur- 
ing the first two years of the 
Elsenhower  udministration, a 
“flood stage of hate and hysteria 
... reached Ita crest.” 

Mr Stevenson, In n televised 
specch at a $100-a-plate cam- 
palgn fund-ralsing dinner, 
vowed that if he were clecied 
to the Presidency, he would 
work censtlessty for civil rights 
for all, 

“The thme hes come for the 
executive braneh of the govem- 
rucmt, all of it from the President 
down, to remember that the bill 
of rights is our mest precious 
he Itage,”” he sald. 

MORAL LEADERSHIP 

“The present sdiministration, 
in my judgment, has failed to 
meet this respongibility, It hes 
contributed cothing to the crear 
tion cf ao otmogphere in which 
this decision could be carried out 
In tranquillity and order, 

“The Presidency is, above all, 
u place of moral leadership, Yet 
an these months of crucial (m- 
portance no leadership has been 
provided. The tmmense prestige 
ang Influence of the office has 
been withheld from those who 
honestly seek to carry out the 
law in the gathering storm and 
against rising resistance.  Re- 
fusing to rise to thts greal moral 
and constitutional crisis, the ad- 
ministration has hardly even 
acknowledged its gravity.
